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The Wallace affair made a big impression on TL readers, judging by the cumber of 
newspaper clippings about it they sent me from various parts of the united States and 
from" England, And for once it seems that the British press made an effort to cover the 
spectacular event fully and truthfully, which is a lot more than one can say about 
American press coverage. 

At any rate, I hava not seen in any of the US papers and magazines I have been 
able to scan these highly interesting items I picked up in the British press: 

r The London "Daily Hail" of May 16, 1972, in a front-page dispatch from Washington, 
stated: "Police said ths suspected gunman did not act alone. They started an intensive 
hunt in piaryland for a blue Cadillac with Georgia number-plates. 






How here you have a good, hot lead pointing to a getaway car. The number of blue 
Cadillacs registered in Georgia can’t be astronomical. Par less concrete evidence would 
enable a competent law-enforcement agency to track down Bremer’s accomplice. So, what 
happens? The FBI takas over, easing the local police out, and presto ’there is no evi- 
dence of conspiracy, " Mot, if you shut both eyas before such a telltale -act. 

On the other hand, the "Sunday Times" (Lcndonj of May 21, 1972, after considerable 
research done by two of its top reporters, cams up with a series of startling facts 
which show, beyond a shadow of doubt that Bremer, though he had no job and bad been 
loafing for at least four months, was well-equipped with cash. The young good-for-nothing

Bremer, in 1971, had earned 'p 1,611, which is hardly the stuff sizeable nest-eggs are 
made off. 

Yet, after having quit work, Bremer miraculously was able to: {») buy a 1968 model 
blue Rambler; (b) rent a 135 apartment in Milwaukee; (c) criss-cross the United States 
for four months, covering many thousands of miles. And (d 4 t - lo and fceuoldS -- stay 
for two nights at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel in Mew York, where a single room costs at 
least $ 35 a night. It was a good thing, the American press lightly skipped this extra- 
ordinarily revealing item, for otherwise people might nave started to wonder where ell 
that money cams from. 

The evidence is impressive and all but conclusive: Arthur Brsmor use a hired 
gunman. And since there is no indication whatsoever tnat bs was motivasd by personnl 
animosity against Wallace, or that ho was inn the payroll of any politrcai. ur rther 
grouu interested in removing Wallace from the presidential me a, ths conclusion is 
inescapable teat ha was working for the uTA,

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Dr, Nichole Rebuffed Again 

Tils dogged attempt of the University of Kansas pathologist Dr, John a, 
Nichols to gain access to the Kennedy autopsy materials for scientific testing has 
suffered a new setback- On May 12, 1972, the U„S, Court of appeals in Denver upheld 
the decision of the U,S, District Court in Topeka denying Dr-, Nichols’ request- rL rsa= 
ders are sell acquainted with the substance of the matter union has been dealt with 
several times in tnese pages. 

It is worthy of note that the Court of appeals goes further in the scope 
and firmness of its stand against Dr, Nichols than judge Georgs Templar of tne District 
Court, Whereas the latter had ruled primarily that the autopsy materials and related 
items could not be properly classified as "records" in the meaning of tne 196? jfrcedoia 
of Information Act, the Court of Appeals eschewed that important issue completely, 

"We do not find it necessary to reach that question," the three-man panel stated in 
its 10-page opinion, a copy of which has come into my possession. 

Instead, the Court of Appeals held that all of the items which Dr, rdchols 
had requested from the U,S, Archivist fall within one of tne nine exceptions existing 
by law to the general rule of disclosure, Tfao Court also upheld the view of the trial 
judge that it was not necessary that the depositor of restricted materials be the 
owner of them and rebuffed Dr, aichols for challenging the Kennedy estate °s right to 
impose such restrictions: 

"In addition, we reject appellant's argument on the ground that he has 
no standing to claim that the Kennedy estate had no proprietary interest in the mats— 
rials. The parties to the letter of agreement were the Administrator of ueneral Ser- 
vices of the United States and the representative of the Kennedy estate, noth parties 
recognized the proprietary interest of the Kennedy estate in the materials placed on 
deposit under' tbs agreement. The appellant was not a party to tne agreement, and absent 
a claim of ownership on the part of the appellant, he has no standing to object to 
the letter of agreement or its terras, h'e conclude that the letter of agreement of. 

October 29, 1966, is a valid binding agreement and that tne restrictions on access and 
inspection imposed thereby are reasonable," 

Dr, Nichols has announced that ns will appeal to the U„3. Supreme court, 
but I doubt that he will have better luck there, YJiih all the Nixon stooges now on the 
High Bench and, moreover, the prestige of a former Chief Justice at stake, it .is most 
unlikely that the Supreme Court will go against the wishes of the Government in a matter 
of so far-reaching implications.- Only a decent new President - say, McGovern, if he 
ever makes it to the White House - could clear a path for Tna Truth through the legal 
thickets,

The ca 30 of Sirhan,, which is unique in the annals of political murder, is now 
in the appeals stage, nis new lawyer, Luke McKissack, has filed with the California 
Supreme Court a 400-paga appeal brief, alleging some 18 grounds for relief, and Attorney 
Godfrey Isaac, joining the fray from the Noguchi.-Charach corner-, is now busy preparing - 
or nay already have filed by this time - "an extraordinary writ” for a new trial of 
Sirhan,, also to be placed before the California Supreme Court- In this context,, noted 
criminologist and ballistics expert William is, Harper* said in an affidavit filed by 
Charach with the Los Angeles Superior Court on Juno 2’5 0 1971: 

"During ths past seven months I have mad® a careful review and study of tne 
physical circumstances of the assassination of Senator’ Robert F, Kennedy , In tnis connec- 
tion I have examined ths physical evidence introduced at the trial, including the sirhan 
weapon, tne ballots and shsil cases, I have also studied the autopsy report,, the autopsy 
photographs* and pertinent portions of the trial testimony," 

From that study, Harper concluded: 

"1, Two . 22-~calibor guns were involved in tns assassination,, 

"2, Sana tor Kennedy uas killed by one of tns shots fired from Firing Position 
B, fired by a second gunman. Firing Position B was located close to the senator* immediate- 
ly to his right and rear. 

The five bystanders that were wounded- waro shot by Sirxun from Firing 
Position A* located directly in front of ths senator, 

"4, It is extremely unlikely that any of tne bullets fired by the Sirhan 
gun ever struck the body of Senator Kennedy," 

Harper further stated in his affidavit that "It is self-evident tnat within 
the brief time of the shooting (roughly 14 seconds) Sirhan could not have been in both 
firing positions at $n» same time- No eyewitnesses saw Sirhan at any position other 
than the firing position A (in front of ths senator) whera ho was quickly restrained 
by citizens, " 

Oro more important observation is In order, Sirmn could not possibly know 
that the Senator would ever come hie way* that is, take the unlikaly route through tns 
kitchen In ay first study of the Sirhan case* entitled "Tho Truth About tne Robert 
Kenned; Assassination" (TRILOGY OF KURDHR, Toma 1, Vol, l) I iwa already emphasized 
this point on the strength of the incomplete information then available, (see Chapter 
IV: "Robert Kennedy Never Had a Chance — Ths xunbaseador Hotel Was Surrounded") . 

Sines then the testimony of Uecker and others* as embodied in ths pres-, 
viously secret Transcript of the Grand Jury Proceedings (see in particular p, Ibi) has 
made tnis point cxyntal----ciei’.r-
